The prior art of records and all other cited references, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to teach or fairly suggest the specific structure or the method for providing prescription products 
to a patient comprising, among other steps, a step of generating a list of available dispensaries 
having remote receivers, based on synthesis of the personal identification information and 
prescription information, and displaying the list to a patient via the electronic user interface; 
communicating an electronic copy of patient prescription information and insurance information 
to the remote receiver of the selected dispensary via the electronic communication means as set 
forth in the claimed combinations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled “Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance.”
